Francoe in the Kast,
Rapid Extension of French Influence and Interest in
Oochin China—A new Commercial Treaty.

A new treaty of peace and a eommercial coovention
have been conciuded at Huz with the Annamite Gov-
eromeat. They were sigred cn the 15th of July. They
cfler advantages to France and largely incemaify her
for the cxchauge she has made of the pert ¢l the terri-
tory conquered by her in Lower CocLin Chira.

Toe principal clause of these arrangements are the
protectorate of France over the six provinees of Lower
Cochin Chioa ; the opepiog of three important ports
on the cozst of Apnam, with tha couvcession of nearly
gsix miles of ground round each of the ports for estab—
lishicg factories ; liberty for French merclants to cir-
culate and do busineas turoughout the whole kingdom
of Annam, entire freedom for Frepch missionaries to
teach the Christiap rclicion ; the establisbmenti of con-
sulsat Hue, and in ports (o trade ; acd lastly, the pay-
ment of*an indemnily of one hurdred millions of frunca.
We thus find curselves relieved from a part of the heavy
charges which weigbed on us in Cochin China, and from
which wany desnaied of ever obtaiviLg any good re-
ult.

France retaios a vzst Lrritory al Saigoa, Cape St.
Jacques and Mythe; sbe remains misiress of the river ol
Suigon, apd of the large river Usiabodis, and commerce
may heocelorth be developed without impediment in
those distant countries.
